REMARKS

Applicant does not believe this is necessary, a substitute formal drawing is enclosed herein to 
replace Fig. 1, as originally filed. 

The Examiner has requested that Fig. 2 be amended to reflect it as "Prior Art." Although 
Applicant does not believe this is necessary, a substitute formal drawing is enclosed herein to 
replace Fig. 2, as originally filed. 

The Examiner has required a specific flow chart depicting the step of adding the 
surfactants, etc., to be added to the drawings. Applicant believes this is not necessary, as one 
skilled in the art, can read the specification and clearly understand how to repeat the invention, 
without the visual aid of a flow chart. Nevertheless, Applicant amends the drawings by adding a 
new Fig. 4 and amending the specification on pages 1 and 3 to reflect the addition of Fig. 4.
